Listen for him around 14.270 MHz for lights and 14.336 MHz for counties. You can 


monitor his travels on the internet on the APRS web sites. 


Call will be W3/EI9HQ/M in Delaware and Maryland, W4 for Virginia and North 
Carolina. For APRS, the same callsigns apply but with -9 instead of /M. 


International Space Station 


A new 2 metre repeater is now operational 24/7 on the international space station. The 
uplink is on UHF 437.800 MHz and the downlink is on VHF 145.800 MHz no tone 
burst or CTCSS is required.

For 3-day advance predictions download the PCSat decoder program at www.ui- 
view.com/uiview32/pcdec242.msi When the ISS repeater is being worked the audio 
may be streamed in the AMSAT conference server on EchoLink so anyone anywhere 
in the world can listen in. 


Audio recordings from the ISS are available on the G3ZHI web site at 
www.qsLnet/g3zhi/ISS_ FROM G3ZHI.zip The QSO was also relayed live on 
EchoLink. Also present on the site at www.qsl.net/g3zhi/issrpt.wav is a recording of 
the ISS in repeater mode passing over Europe last week.
